Canadian ministers’ intention is appar- 
ently not to go at present beyond the 
Canadian navy and miltia, though they 
carefully refrain from committal against 
any plans that may be forthcoming to 
give real help to the Imperial navy 
without imposing too great a burden on 
Canada, 

In other colonial and expert circles 
a proposal which wins much approval is 
the creation of an imperial flying squad 
ron of eight battleships or cruisers of 
the same design, great epeed, tremendous 
gun power, as the Indemnitable which 
took the Prince of Wales to Canada last 
year. The Canadian ship would remain 
Canadian in every sense of the word, 
and would form a floating staff college 
for Canadian youth and safeguard Cana- 
dian local interests. The fleet would re 
gularly visit Canadian ports with the 
rest of the fleet and take a full share of 
British navai maneuvres, 

Boat Was Leaky. 

Toronto, July 16.—L. A. Kirkland, 
36 Dundas stret, makes a statement 
which tends to confirm the worst 
fears concerning the fate of the 
young men, F, O. Roultbee, and F 
C. Kennedy, missing since Friday 
evening and left their boat on the 
beach, In the storm that night the 
boat suffered badiy. When they ce- 
turned Saturday the boat was eunk 
and Kirkland and other® helped the 
young men bail it out. There was 
one large hole stove in the bottom of 
the boat and several smaller ones, 
They got a man to make repairs. 
Kirkland say the condition of the 
beat did not look safe. In spite of 
this the men put into the lake, sail- 
ing west. They have not been seen 
or heard of since and Kirkland has 
no doubt the boat. foundered in the 
subsequent storm,

Revenue Larges Than Last Year, But 
Not up to June Two Years Ago. 
Ottawa, July 16.—he Dominon 

monthly financial statement shows 
that the revenue is ahead of the fig- 
ures for last year, but it has not 
quite reached the record of 1907, the 
banner year. Expenditure, however, 
is greater than for the two previous 
years. 

The revenue for the month of June 
in the three years was: 1909, $7,978,- 
679,851. Firs; quarter, 1909, $8,816,- 

The expenditure on the consolidat 
ed fund was: June, 1909, $4,692,377; 
June, 1908, $4,408,590; Jtine, 1907, $4,- 
679,851. Firist quarter, 1909, $8,816, 
746; first quarter, 1908, $6,963,943; 
first quarter, 1907, $7,596,324. 

The capital expenditure has grown 
as follows: June, 1909, $2,913,288; 
June, 1908, $2,322,649; June 1907, $1, 
679,650. First quarter, 1999,  §$4,- 
014,296; first quarter, 1908, $2,768,- 
096; first quarter, 1997, $2,505,791. 
The capital expenditure on public 
works, railway, was $2,025,558 in 
June and has been $2,106,843 so far. 
In 1908 the figures were $2,089,464 for 
June and $2,226,834 for the first quar- 
ter and in 1907 it was $1,261,554 and 
for the first quarter $1,652,066. Ono 
June 20 the net debt stood at $3i4, 
986,228, an increase of $1,565,307 for 
the month. The increase during the 
year has been $46,275,935.

IN MIMIC WARFARE 


Colonel Edwards, With Six Companies 
of the 10tst Rogiment, Captures 
Old Fort on Saskatchewan Bank 
From Valiant Force of Defenders 
Under Captain McLeod, 


In all its lifetime, the Old Fort on 
the bank of the Saskatchewan was 
never besieged ag it was last night 
between nine and ten o'clock. Six 
comparies of the 101st Regiment ad- 
vanced upon it in lines of skirmisher, 
in successive rushes, pouring in 40 
strong a fire that the defenders, un- 
der Captain MacLeod, were compelled 
to relinquish their stronghold. 

Few citizens were aware of the 
battle which was being waged below 
the city. The sound of firing was 
heard by many, who put it down for 
an exceptionally well attended shoot 
of the Edmonton Gun Club. But not 
80, it was a most realistic representa- 
tion of attack and defence by seven 
companies of red coats of the 101st 
Regiment, which took the form of a 
sham battle. The movements of the 
forces were executed as they would 
be on the field of battle and many 
were the daring deeds of the Edmon- 
ton volunteers when under fire. We 
will give the story of the battle in 
detail. 

Story of the Battle. 

Shortly atter eight o’clock the regi- 
ment, headed by the newly formed 
bugle bend, and each man well sup- 
plied with ammunition, Jeft the 
Second strect armories and marched 
in column of sections down Second 
street to the Held by the Exhibition 
Grounds. ‘The seventh company ieft 
the main body at Jasper avenue, 
marching westward under command 
of Capiain MacLeod, | This company 
‘was to form the defence and took up 
a position to the west of the Parlia- 
ment Buildings. The company was 
divided into seVéral eections, repre- 
senting supposed large: bodies of 
men, and took up defensive positions 
86 as to surprise the attacking force. 

Meanwhile the attacking force, un- 
der command of Qolonel Edwards, 
wae drawn up in the space by the 
fair grounds. The officers were calf 
ed out and received commands from 
their chief, while the men were rest- 
ing in preparation for the fray. 

On the order being given to advance 
upon the enemy, the captains moved 
their companies into lines of company 
columns at thirty paces distance and 
intervals. Nos. 1, 2, 3 and 4 com- 
panies were in the first line and 
companies 5 and 6 formed the reserve. 

Scouts Sent Out. 

Scoute were sent in advance to pro- 
tect the flanks and the lines advar 
ed in company ‘column formation to- 
wards the Old Fort, until signale 
from scouts indicated the proximity 
of the enemy. Lines of skirmishers 
were then sent out and advanced in 
successive rushes, each section pour- 
ing strong fire, while the other see- 
tien advanced, , The reserves fellow- 
ed as supporters.

Two months ago an exciting incid 
ent oecurred about’ forty miles north 
of Bannufj in the village of Tebbt 
Khwa, neat Teri. A party of ten out 
laws, most of whom were Khattaks, 
entered the Teri district, apparently 
with the intertion of carrying out 4 
daring raid upon Kalabagh, Kala- 
bagh in on the Inatus, and is many 
miles from the border. They were 
accompanied from their retreat n 
the mountain fastnesses of Khost by 
a man who had carefully planned 
their destruction, and who himset 
feigned to be an outlaw. On arrival 
at Tabbi Khwa this man pretended 
to receive information of a police am- 
bush near Kalabagh, and he induced 
his associates to hide for two days 
in a small mud hot. In the mean 
time he managed to send word to th 
Jemadar and twenty sepoys of the 
border military police from Kohat. 

The hut was successfully surround 
ed, and it was discovered that three 
of its walls were blank. This enabled 
the beseigers to creep up and pus:

Because a ball is coming straight at 
you is no reason for pulling away. Per 
haps it may be a curve ball that may 
break and go straight over the plate. 

You pull and it is a strike, or even if 
you manage to hit it when you are pull- 
ing away. you are not in a posjtion to 
get any power on the drive, and are an 
@any ont, 

The habit of pulling away can be re- 
medied but it requires nerve. Teach 
yourself to step into the ball before t 
reaches the plate. In this way it will al. 
ways be in front of you and you get a 
wallop at it before it breaks. 

There is no jaw for position. Ba‘ters 
stand in all kinds of ways.’ Men like 
Keeley and Stone bend their backs over 
the plate, Lajoie stands almost straight

Vancouver Province: “It will 
be very long before the tide of 
migration now fast settling the prairie

Dominion government, foreseeing the! 


great demand there will be for land 
on the Pacific slope, is getting ready 
to welcome newcomers to the railway 
belt. 

Mr. A. O. Wheeler has been en- 
trusted with the task of reporting on 
the possibilities of the country 
paralleling the Canadian Pacific rail- 
way between Kamloops and Golden. 
He will deal with this region in de- 
tail to determine which sections are 
suitable for ranchihg, fruit growing or 
general farming,” said Mr. EL Deville, 
surveyor-general of the Dominion, to 
the “Province” at the Hotel Varcou- 
ver today. Mr. Deville is a promin- 
ent official of the imterior department 
at Ottawa. His branch has charge of 
all Dominion land surveys. Mr. De- 
viille will visit Victoria and may ran 
north as far as Prince Rupert. 

As is generally known, the railway 
belt, extending twenty miles on each 
side of the C.P.R. from tidewater to 
the Alberta boundary, is’ vested in 
the Dominion authorities. Mr. Wheel- 
er has three different survey parties 
in the field. His classification of the 
region east from Kamloops promises 
to be available for next year, when 
subdivision work in var:ous localities 
will probably be undertaken. 

Mr. Deyille’s branch has no 
than eight survey parties at work 
this eeason in British Columbia. Ac 
cording te a recent decision of the 
minister of the department all Do- 
minion timber berths will be survey- 
ed by officials of the department. It 
was formerly permissible for berth- 
holders to hire their own surveyors 
to do this work. The practice, it is 
said, led to certain abuses.
